British subjects and others in 
Canada wishing to communicate 
with relatives or friends in enemy or 
enemy occupied countries hould 
forward such letters to Thos. Cook 
& Son Limited, Toronto, accompa- 
nied by a rer nce of 50c to cover 
the expense of transmitting the let- 
j ter to a neutral territory; the trans- 
mission from there to the enemy 
country, and the transmission of the 
reply to the sender in Canada. 

Letters intended for transmission 
to enemy occupied countries should 
be as brief as possible, and should in 
ull cases have the inner cover left 


open in accordance with the enemy 
Censorship Regulations, and should 
be confined entirely to private and 
family notes, without any reference

IMMEDIATE CONSIDERATIONS 
By W. T. Mel FOWLER 


As the war = situation develops 
abroad, there may a tendency 
here to Selieve that we must econc- 
mize on Ecucation in crder to find 
money for special defence budgets. 
Such an opinion would be short- 
sighted even from a strictly military 
point of view, since the skill and in- 
telligence of the soldier are more 
important in this day of techriologi- 
cal warfare than ever before. 
educsticnal deficiencies of many 
out-ot-school young people are so 
great that a nation-wide program of 
remedial education is essential if 
they are to be effectively useful to 
their country in either peace or war 


In the larger view, the primary 
motive of any program of national 
defence is to protect our freedom and 
our democratic institutiors, In this 
respect, education is established in 
public policy, not as a secondary 
interest, but as the first line of de- 
fence against that internal break- 
down which in many nations has 
proved to be even more dangerous 
than external attack. 

In the present situation there is 
danger not only that the finnncial 
support of schools and other educa- 
tional institutions may be curtailed 
when it should be expanded, There 
is also the more important danger 
that in the heat of controversy the 
schools rrav fail to achieve, their 
most importaiut objective, so to edu- 
cate the young that conflict of opi- 
nion en current issues of the day will 
bo \ianged “into a search for truth 
and for a wise course of action.” At 
all times it is the peculiar function 
of education to place beneath the 
headlined surface of current events 
a background of knowledge that will 
check irrational prejudices, enrich 
discussion, and lead to wise decisions. 


At such times as the vresent the 
schools can be of g1eat usetulness to 
the country in teaching adults and 
children to make that distinction be- 
tween ‘mere rumor’ and ‘verified 
fact.’ This requires some insight in- 
to the way in which news is gather- 
ed, written and transmitted; censor- 
ship, national pro nda, and the 
reliability of various writers and 
their sources of information. 


The ability to detect propaganda 
and to deal effectively with it is 
alwavs sn important qualification 
for the citizens of a democracy. At 
this juncture the absence of this 
ability may change the ccurse of 
human history for the worse. ‘he 
task of the teacher here is delicate, 
for he must steer a course between 
the dangers of gullibility and the 
equal hazard of a despairing cyni- 
cism which believes nothing and re- 
fuses to make an effort to deal with 
the situation in a bold and realistic 
fashion.

Some of 
these lads will join the army, and 
others will produce foodstuffs, and 
all are in good physical and mental 
condition to do valuable and needed 
werk for Cenada during this war 
time.”

DOCTORS ON POSTAGE STAMPS 


Two internationally known <icctors 
are being honored by the U.S. Post 
Office Department in a famous Am- 
erican series of postage stamps to be 
issued shortly. They are Major W. 
Reed ef the U.S. Army Medical 
Corps and Dr. Crawford W. Long of 
Georgia. 

Dr, Reed is honored because of his 
diseovery that yellow fever is trans- 
mitted by the bites of mosquitoes. 
Yellow fever had been present in the 
Western Heimisphere for three cen- 
turies and in devastating epidemics 
had caused tens of 
deaths. Dr. Reed and his associates 
conducted experiments in Cuba and 
in 1900 made their famous discovery, 
following which yellow fever soon 
disappeared from North America and 
has never returned, 

Dr. Crawford Long, the general 
practitioner of medicine memorial- 
ized by the t office department of 
the United States is known for hav- 
ing been the first person to use sul- 
phuriec ether as an anesthetic during 
the performance of a surgical opera- 
tion. That was in March 30, 1842, 
when Dr, Long operated on a man in 
Jefferson, a small town in Georgia, 


DYSPEPSIA AND CANCER 


During recent years programs of 
education have taught the woman 
with a lump in her breast and the 
man with an unhealing sore to seek 
medical advice. Often however, the 
patient who continually complains of 
dyspepsia is left to follow the advice 
of the radio announcer or aé drug 
clerk, These are dangerous expedi- 
ents. Dpspepsia is one of the most 
frequent causes of man’s unhappi- 
ness. It is sometimes due to gall- 
stones, to an infected appendix or to 
ulcer of stomach or duodenum. Can- 
cer is a relatively frequent cause of 
indigestion in both sexes at about the 
age of 45 years. Chronic dyspepsia 
in a man of 60 is a very grave sign. 

In the Mayo Ciinic a — of 4656 
cases is recorded by Dr. A. B. Rivers. 
These cases were taken in consecu- 
tive order from the fil the sole 
criterion for this selection ng that 
chronic indigestion was one of the 
complaints. The cases were divided 
into 3 groups, namely: from 15 to 24 
years, from 25 to 39 and from 40 up- 
wards. In the first group cancer was 
found to be the cause of the dyspep- 
sia in but 0.7 per cent of cases, but 


thousands of 


the cancer was in the colon or in Ge 
testicle and not in the stomach. In 
men of the second group cancer was 
*he cause of the symptom in 3.5 per 
cent of cases. There was no case of 
cancer of the stomach in the 436 
women of the group, but there were 
4 ceases of abdominal cancer. The 
third group, namely, 40 and upwards 
jis further divided for the sake of 
clearness, into 7 sub-groups. Among 
638 women and 844 men, the incid- 
ence of cancer with dyspepsia as an 
autstanding symptom, was as follows: 
Age Group Women % Men % 
40-44 4.9 3.8 
45-49 7. 
50-54 i. 
55-59 5. 
60-64 4. 39. . 
65-69 16. 39. 
qv and over 30, 58. 


From the foregving figures it will 
be apparent that cuncer of the stom- 
ach is very much more frequent in 
men than in women. Men seem to 
progress into a definite dyspepsia- 
cancer age from 5 to 10 years earlier 
in life than women. In men this age 


is the late fifties; in women it is be- 
tween the ages of 65 and 70, Persis- 
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tent dyspepsia in eye — and wo- 
men merits prompt study.

A Calm, Mild Novemiver 

The month just closed was the 
fourth-mildest November in 24 years 
records at the Substation, its mean 
temperature of 33.72 deg. Fah. beirg 
9.24 deg, above the previous average. 
The three milder Novembers were in 
1917, when the mean was 38.0 deg.; 
in 1923, when it was 33.82 deg., and 
in 1936, when it was 34.25 deg. The 
highest reading was 63.1 cleg. on the 
24th; the lowest, 1.2 deg. on the 9th. 
At the slough that morning it was 
-——6 deg. With an average wind 
mileage of but 7.16 miles per hour, 
it was the calmest November in four 
years of wind records. Sunshine 
ws normal and precipitation, 1,19 
inches, comparing with a previous 
23-year average of 1.31 inches. The 
month was unusual in that most of 
the precipitation had a chance to 
soak in, ploughing being in progress 
on the 30th.

Can Shepherd's Purse Be Sickened? 

Studies by Walker and Larson, of 
Wisconsin, unmecovered the fact that 
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over-wintering shepherd’s purse, 
pennycress, wild peppergrass, black 
mustard and tumble mustard serve 
as winter hosts for the virus that 
causes cabbage mosiac. In the aut- 
umn, plant lice migrate to the young 
weed seediirngs from cabbage, calls | 
flower and other Cruciferae, carry- 
ing the disease virus with them. 
Then in the spring aphids feeding on 
the sick wees pick up the virus ana 
carry it to euadoede or to early field 
plantings of cabbage, thus complet- 
ing the cycle. This findin com- | 
mands local interest from t fact 
that a mottled cabbage leaf sent to 
Dr. G. B. Sanford, of the Dominion 
Laboratory of Plant Pathology, from 
Beaverlodge was diagnosed as prob- 
ably affected with cabbage mosiac. 
By the way, if there were any chance 
of the disease becoming widespread 
and lethal among stinkweed and 
shepherd's purse many of us would 
be tempted to grow cabbage as a 
sacrifice crop! Mae ace

Burnt-over Land

On the average of four years tests 
at Beaverlodge Olli berley seeded at 
an average date of May 13, matured 
in 97.6 days and yielded 2927 pounds 
of grain. White Cross oats, seeded 
at an average daie of May 12, mat- 
ured in 104.3 days and yieided 3123 
pounds of grain.

Breeding Sows for 


Winter Farrowing 


(Experimental Farms News) 

In North Eastern Saskatchewan 
an abundant crop has just been har- 
vested. In view of this situaticn the 
farmers should consider the advica- 
bility of breeding more sows than 
usual, advises M. J. McPhail, super- 
intendent of Dominion Experimental 
Station, Melfort, Sask. Furthermore 
the conditions arising out of the war 
indicate that Great Britain is likely 
to require large quantities of bacon 
from Canada. 

Hogs farrowed during the winter 
months end properly raised will gen- 
erally reach the proper weight when 
marketings are light. This in turn 
increases the likelihood of a fair 
price. Proper winter quarters, of 
course, are essential if winter pigs 
are to be raised. Extra stalls in a 
warm barn can easily be prepared 
as farrowing pens, but if comfortable 
quarters cannot be made available, 
sows should not be bred to farrow 
during coid weather. 

In deciding on a hog program, a 
man should have a basis on Which to 
estimate the value of groin marketed 
through hogs as compared with sell- 
At the Melfort 
Experimental Station 121 pigs used 
an average %f 337 pounds of grain to 
eash one hundred pounds of gain 
Therefore, by figuring on four hund- | 
red pounds of grain as the require- 
ment for each hundred pounds of 
gair, it is possible to make a fair 
estimate of the grain value marketed 
through hogs. By the same method 
it is possible to calculate the number 
that can be carried on the 


Sows farrow about 114 days after 
service, so in order to avoid neglect 
it is a good plar. to mark the breed- 
ing date on a calendar immediately, 
if a regular record book is not used. 

At the Experimental Station, Mel- 
fort, brood sows are wintered in 
colony houses placed in a sheltered 
spot and banked with straw. They 
should have & waik a hundred yards 
or so to feeri in order that a reason- 


able amount of exercise is assured. 
Warm ‘vate; is essential and should 
be providec daily, as pigs will not 


thrive on siow as their only source 
Potassium iodide should 
also be provided in order to prevent 
hairless, weak pigs. A senstactory 
method is to dissolve one ounce of 
potassium iodide in a gallon of water 
and allow four tablespoonfuls of this 


to each sow once a week in their 
drinking water. 
Pigs will consume surprising 


amounts of leafy alfalfa »°y or clo- 
ver, and this has a particularly bene- 
ficial effect on the system o1 preg- 
nant sows. Oat sheaves harvester 
sumewhat green are also relished. A 
supply of sod should be put up 
that the sows can be given fresh dirt 
to eat occasionally, as this is nature’s 
method ot supplying hogs with es- 
sential minerals. 

The brood sow should be brought 
into the farrowing pen a week be- 
fore due, in order that she may be- 
come accustomed to the new sur- 
roundings before the little ones ar- 
rive. The sow may become nervous 
and irritable if moved just prior to 
farrowing. A bath in used crank case 
oil wil! cleanse the skin and elimin- 
ate itchiness. Careful attention at 
this period ill generally give the 
owner several hundred pounds of 
extra pork to market.

“Russia’s Iron Aage,” published in 
1934, by William Henry Chamberlin, 
thus sizes up Bolshevism:

The price of three giant bombing 
planes will build the world’s first 
real death ray, a bright, blue beam 
50 feet long, a few inches in diame- 
ter. The machine cannot be used 
for war, and the ray, for peace pur- 
poses, promises knowledge beyond 
all present dreams. ; 

The ray machine is a cyclotron 
which would manufacture 100 mil- 
lion-volt particles to shoot them out 
at speeds of 60,000 to 70,000 miles an 
hour. Its possibilities were describ- 
ed to the National Academy of sci- 
ences, by Dr. Ernest Lawrence of the 
University of California, 


A cyclotron is a huge electromag- 
net arranged so that atomic Particles 
whirl around in it until they attain 
speeds of thousai.ds of miles an hour. 

he speeding particles are drawn off 

and used to bombard chemical ele- 
ments. 
One of the things whjch cyclotrons 
do is render ordinary substances 
radio-active. They emit the same 
rays as radium, 

As _a death ray the blue beam 
would have no military value for two 
reasons. The person touched by it 
would not die for several days and 
meanwhile would remain for some 
time a very live fighter, The giant is 
too heavy to be moved around.

taken out. They pointed out that no 
money could be spent on the acqui- 
sion of land, but that a great deal of 
money could be spent on dam con- 
struction, fire prevention, etc. That 
mo greater flooding would be caused 
by the erection of dams than there 
has been in the past. That in a few 
years the Municipality wold benefit 
from the revenue derived from the 
raising of muskrats which would 
again thrive in the Kleskun Lake 
area. 

Mr. W. O. Parlee of Edmonton, re- 
presenting the Kleskun Land Co., 
stated that he would adhere to any 
decision of the council regarding 
Kleskun Lake lands. If council felt 
that the land should be put up for 
sale it ‘was council's privilege to do 
so. but that the year 1938 was the 
j first year that any real attempt had 
been made to derive any benefit 
from farming Kleskun lands and he 
had as a result of these farming ope- 
rations and the sale of hay in 1939, 
$1000 which he was immediately 
prepared to apply against outstand- 
ing taxes. A further $300 or $460 
would be retained from 1939 oper- 
ations expressly for the purpose of 
putting additional land under culti- 
vation. He stated that he had inter- 
viewed most of the Kleskun Lake 
land purchasers and one of his main 
objects was to see that these pur- 
chasers were satisfied. 

He had agreed to give Ducks Un- 
limited permission to erect a tem- 
porary dam, but insisted that in the 
event of any damage, caused rg the 
erection of dam, being done to lands 
in which Kleskun Lake land pur- 
chasers were interested, the dam 
would immediately be destroyed. 

Mr. Parlee said that from the pro- 
ceeds of hay, purchasers agreements 
and farming operations, he would be 
able to pay towards taxes at least 
$1000 a year. He would also see that 
the drainage system would be kept 
up and the ditches maintained. 

After considerable discussion, the 
following resolution was passed. 

Nelson—That $1000 be accepted 
from Kleskun Lake Co. and applied 
against outstanding taxes on Secs. 16, 
17, 21, 28, 29 and N.E.24 of Tp. 73-4- 
6 W6th, and that subject to the ap- 
prova) of the Dept. of Mun. Affairs, 
the balance of taxes on Secs. 16, 17, 
| 21,28, and 29, Tp. 73-4, be cancelled 
as these parcels are under water and 
| unfit for agricultural purposes. Car. 
| Corlette—That Secy. make ar- 
| cangements to have a Tax Sale in 
Grande Prairie on Fels. 13, 1940, at 
2 p.m. Carried. 

Tissington — That any ratepayer 
whose land will be effected by Tax 
Sale proceedings and who has made 
considerable payment on his taxes 
in 1939, he be allowed to consolidate 
his taxes. Carried. 

McLaughlin—As there is a _ pro- 
posal to flood Kleskun !ands into a 
water reserve, the Dominion Govt, 
be asked if, in the event of this pro- 
posal being carried out, assistance 
could be given to the owners of the 
property affected by way of rebabili- 
tation or com tion. Carried.
